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to themselves, the States being arranged alphabetically. An excellent index, 
separate for each State, is inserted immediately after the statutes of the State. The 
annotations consist of brief digests of the cases in which the statutes have been 
construed. Our examination of that portion of the work relating to Virginia has 
impressed us most favorably. 

Lawyers who are called upon to advise with reference to corporations outside of 
their own State will find the ownership of these volumes practically indispensable. 
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
